The Commonwealth ministers 
had produced such a proposal 
and, basically, it had a reason- 
able appeal as well as a fatal 
flaw. Obviously, -it now costs 
more to produce gold, as well 
as other raw materials. 


Soviets 

The United States’ position was 
that to spend several hundred 
million dollars more each year 
for the mining of gold would not 
solve anything. Britain would 
have found it more difficult to 
“earn” gold by trade with South 
Africa. The benefits would not, 
in the long run, accrue to the 
countries that really need help, 
and, finally, the chief benefactor 
would be the Soviet Union which 
has a very large, but undis- 
closed, annual production of 
gold. 

Now and then, even in. the 
United States, there are wist- 
ful persons who seem to think 
everything financial would be all 
right if only we would return to 
the gold standard from which 
that horrid Mr. Roosevelt re- 
moved us. Financial men, though, 
also wistful, say no. The gold 
standard seems to be gone for 
good. It was sound only so long 
as it was generally accepted. 
It no longer is. It would not 
serve any one nation as a brake 
on inflation. The world curren- 
cies are too “‘managed.”’ The 
Soviet Union and its many sat- 
ellites are outside agreement. 
These, and others equally good, 
mean the gold standard is no 
longer workable on a_ world 
basis. 

At any rate—the talks begin 
today and since it is human na- 
ture for all peoples to’ consider 
their own problems as peculiar 
to themselves, it might be well 
for us to note that it is not mere- 
ly our own farm prices which 
are declining, but that all around 
the world commodity prices for 
raw materials are also falling. 
“ Foreign trade hag never been 
a substantial feature of our na- 
tional economy. It is only now, 
with increasing population and 
a need to keep our more than 
60,000,000 jobs filled, that we are 
faced with the necessity of-in- 
ereasing such trade. ~ 


Trade 


Few citizens of the republic 
realize to what an extent our 
tariff laws have made it 
necessary for us to ‘‘manage’”’ 
world trade in our export com- 
-modities. Even fewer realize that 
the change of a few cents, either 
way, in tariff rates can make or 
break another country. 

Wheat, the stuff a loaf of 
bread comes from, is a fine 
example. This is one of our 
products which we export. In 
order to keep the price of wheat 
up for American growers, the 
government has for a long time 
been buying wheat at the full 
market price. This wheat has 
been taken off the domestic, or 
home markets, and then sold 
abroad at lower world-market 
prices. 

The taxpayer has made up 
the difference. In the past four 
years’ the American taxpayer 
has contributed about $600,000,- 
000 to keep the price of Amer- 
ican wheat up to a point to make 
it profitable for the American 
wheat grower to produce it. 

The agreement expires July 
$1. This is another of the Eisen- 
hower headaches—as are the 
gupport prices for cotton, cat- 
tle; and so on. They are each a 
voluble, politically strong pres- 
gure group. President Eisenhow- 
er will need a lot of help to put 
over a program of “trade, not 
aid.”’

| Tydings, an $8,500-a-year reve- 
rue official, is under investigation 
by the subcommittee for his ac- 
tivities between 1944 and last De- 
cember when he was enforcement 
chief of the Alcohol Tax Unit 
district office in Atlanta, Ga. 


“RIGHT CONNECTIONS” 


The subcommittee is investigat- 
ing political influence on the in- 
ternal revenue service. Federal 
agents have termed Tydings un- 
touchable by his superiors because 
he had ‘‘the right connegtions.”’ 

Tydings testified it to help 
his brother-in-law meet mortgage 
payments that he borrowed $3,000 
from an Atlanta bank in which 
J. C. Garner, an Atlanta liquor 
dealer, was a director and founder. 

Garner was described by wit- 
nesses and in an official Treasury 
report as a “bootlegger’’ and “‘a 
notorious law violator.”’ 


CONTRADICTION 


Committee Counse] John Tobin 
confronted Tydings with sworn 
statements to specia) Treasury in- 
vestigators in 1948 that the $3,000 
loan was (1) to reimburse a rela- 
tive for a loan and (2) to buy a 
nouse for himself in Atlanta. 

Tydings said he could not recon- 
cile his testimony to the commit- 
tee and his statement to Treasury 
agents in 1948.

Though the committee’s delib- 
erations today were in secret, it 
was an open secret that the sen- 
ior Democratic member, Sena- 
tor George of Georgia, a power- 
ful Senate conservative, would 
lead the fight against any alter- 
ation. 

George did so and was joined 
by five other Democrats. The 
seventh, Senator Gillette of Iowa, 
went over to the Republicans. 


IKE, DULLES REQUEST 


The President and Dulles had 
asked Congress to adopt a mani- 
festo accusing the Russians of 
having ‘‘perverted”’ the terms of 
the Yalta and Potsdam arrange- 
ments into instruments for the 
‘“‘subjugation” of free peoples and 
declaring that the United States 
would never acquiesce in such 
enslavement.

WASHINGTON, March 3—Ha- 
waii scored an easy victory. to- 
ward her long-standing bid for 
statehood today as the House in- 
terior and insular affairs coms 
mittee, in the first such test of 
the new Congress, approved a 
bill to bring the island territory 
into the Union immediately after 
the 1954 elections. 

The vote was 21 to 5. It fol- 
lowed rejection, 14 to 13, of an 
effort by committee Democrats 
to attach Alaska statehood pro- 
visions to the measure.

Tidelands Issue Is 


National in Scope 


In opposing giving the states “‘blan- 
ket” title to their offshore lands, Attor- 
ney General Herbert Brownell Jr. only 
affirms a legal fact. The Supreme 
Court has already ruled that these 
lands are in the public domain and any 
legislation that Congress passes and the 
President signs must consider that fact. 

In saying that the Federal Govern- 
ment should give states “only such au- 
thority as required by them to adminis- 
ter and develop the natural resources” 
of the so-called tidelands, he differed 
from the previously announced Eisen- 
hower decision on the matter only in 
the method by which the states could 
legally develop these resources, — 

Columnist ‘Tom Stokes, writing on 
this page today, tells of the threat to all 


publicly held resources in the tidelands. 


matter. After gaining tidelands, and 
signs seem to point to this, there will 
be a rush by all states to grab the re- 
maining federal reserves of land, min- 
eral, oil, and forest resources held in 
trust for all the people. 

The states concerned, of course, 
think only of the immediate gains. But 
of the long-time problems, Bernard de 
Voto, in the current Harper’s, gives us 
some of the reasons the ‘lands were 
held in reserve in the first: place: 

“When the Western states get the 
forests they will be acquiring a big fu- 
ture expenditure. Once the grazing 
ranges have been worn out, as those 
now owned by the states mostly are, 
and once the timber has been clear-cut, 
silt from the resulting erosion will soon 
fill power dams, irrigation systems, and 
municipal reservoirs. The upstream 
states will find themselves defendants 
in damage suits brought by irrigators, 
cities, and factories and the corpora- 
tions which by then will have bought 
the dams. . . . Since the forest will have 
ceased to be national, the damage can 
be assessed only against (state) tax- 
_ payers.” 

He might have added that a lot of 
the nation now being preserved with. 
Strict conservation practices will also 
have become desert.

Prime Minister Churchill’s refusal 
to barter the life of a Malayan guer- 
rilla.in exchange for Edgar Sanders, 
British businessman now held by Hun- 
gary, may seem brutal but it does make 
sense. The ruthless cutthroats in con- 
trol of the Hungarian government 
would seize upon it as an.excuse to 
arrest and hold for ransom any na- 
tionals of any country that might hap- 
pen to be in Hungary. 

Then, too, all other Communist 
countries might try the same tactics. 
And in the U. S. Robert Vogeler, im- 
prisoned with Sanders, has suggested 
that the United States barter the lives 
of the A-spies, Anna and Julius Rosen- 
berg, in exchange for William Oatis, held 
by the Czechs. That would amount to 
sparing the life of two American trai- 
tors for the life of a good American 
citizen. It could be used by the Reds 
as a device to free all Communists now 
held in jail in this country for con- 
spiracy to overthrow the government. 
There must be some other way to free 
Oatis. 

And, incidentally, the Hungarian 
government offered the other day to 
réturn an American plane, whose crew 
was ransomed at a very high figure, 
at its purchase price. The plane in- 
advertently wandered off course on a 
training flight and was forced down in 


Hungary.

The United Nations was set up as an 
organ to promote world peace, but'it has 
failed to live up to its own moral code, 
which was to punish aggression. The rep- 
resentatives of the Soviet Government—an 
aggressor—are allowed all the freedom of 
action throughout the: world that they de- 
sire. 

The Communist diplomats are financing 
from this country revolutions and disturb- 
ances in’Central and South America. The 
Communist government in Moscow is spend- 
ing its funds to make ammunition and 
weapons for Chinese Communist armies to 
kill and wound American and UN soldiers, 
Sailors, and airmen. How long will the 
UN allow in its sessions the representatives 
of an aggressor nation? ‘The submissive- 
ness at the UN toward .Vishinsky and his 
ilk can only be interpreted by Moscow as 
meaning that the Allied democracies are 
weak-kneed and afraid—even to do what 
the League of Nations did,-which was to

is what President Eisenhower so blithely 
promised during the campaign. 

This would still give the coastal states 
the revenues from these lands, and thus

fits from them, such as federal control

Why. Adultery ; ds 
A Great Wrong 


For & minister to speak on the seventh 
commandment—‘‘Thou shalt. not. commit 
adultery” —requires unusual tact and reve 
erence Jest even his rebukes should be like 
the lights of the Pharos, which sometimes 


helped to wreck the vessels they were 


meant to save. 

It is’ asin which should be discussed 
as little as possible but, since God lists it 
in seriousness next to —- and since 
a large area, of our \ Seo 
modern society tends to «, 
consider .it.a harmless 
moral breach rather 
than breaking of God’s 
eternal law, we need to 
be reminded that God 
says, ““Thou shalt not.” 

Morris Wee tells of 
when his theological 
professor said to the 
class, “About 50 per 
cent of all human mis- : 
ery is caused by the violation of this com- 
mandment.” That seems an extreme state- 
ment—‘‘About 50 per cent. .. .” The student 
did not believe it, but after a score of 
years in the ministry Dr. Wee says he now 
knows it is so. Sit with me in my study in 
a church on a main thoroughfare of a great 
city, listen to my telephone, read my mail, 
talk with many who come in person. You, 
too, will begin to believe the professor was 
right. 

What is adultery? Why is it wrong? 
What can one who has violated the law do 
about it? 

(1) Adultery is violation of the marriage 
vow of faithfulness to each other. Any sex 
experience outside the marriage bond is 
adultery. Jesus goes even further and says 
lust in our hearts, though unexpressed, i 
adultery (Matthew 5:27, 28). We know that 
sometimes wrong thoughts slip into the 
mind and we cannot help it, but to turn 
that thought into lust means to keep it in the 
mind, secretly to enjoy it. 

(2) It is wrong because God said it is 
wrong. He said it is wrong because it 
hurts people. Any person who has any con- 
science at all feels a deep sense of guilt 
over the violation of this law. People have 
told me of their stealing and yet justify it 
to the point they feel they have done no 
wrong. 

But I have never had one person to 
name this sin and seek to justify it. We 
know it is wrong and there is no circum- 
stance under which it can be justified. 
Thus, having broken the law, our mind be- 
comes wounded. David’s reaction to his 
transgression is’ universal: ““My sin is ever 
before me”’ (Psalm 51:3). 

It is wrong because it brings further 
wrong. A wound in the mind is like a wound 
in the body. Cut your finger and it won't 
hurt much but, if it gets infected, thé in- 
fection gets in the blood stream, goes over 
the body and eventually kills one. Sorrow 
is a wound. It cuts deeply and hurts ter- 
ribly, but sorrow is a clean wound and, 
unless bitterness, resentment or self-pity 
gets into the wound, it will heal. 

But when.I do wrong, it is an unclean 
wound and it will not heal. It robs me-of 
my peace of mind, it makes my conscience 
hurt, it distorts my thinking, it sets up can- 


. flicts within me, it weakens my will-power, 


it destroys my soul.

In it were stuffed 2,000 one-dollar bills. ‘‘Money from 
poor folks who bet on the WBug,’’ Alverson called it. 

Four other men paid $1,000 lottery fines during the morn 
ing. And one of them added 600 more $1 bills. 

All got 18-month suspended sentences on pleas of guilty. 

Alverson said a two-week-old policy of heavy fines has 
drained about $10,000 from lottery operators. 

It adds up to $250,000 a year and the judge doesn't think 
the bug men can stand the loss.

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Posture 
Important 
For Style

Let’s take a poll... who has 
the worst postures in town, men 
or women? Look around and 
see if you agree that far too 


many men have let their pos- 
tures go to pot... . literally. 

For one thing, women are 
more style conscious, therefore 
more posture proud. Being 
aware that a firm up-pull, aided 
by an expensive girdle, takes 
off half the stomach, women 
make a determined effort to 
keep up. 


POSTURE VS. POSE 


Whether we call it posture, 
carriage or poise... an erect 
bearing is literally the back- 
bone of what is known as style 
in women and presence in men. 
Even so, looks are the least im- 
portant part of the posture line- 
up. For, gentlemen, when the 
beltline slips its moorings, 
gravity wins and a -lot of your 
natural zip and zest slip too. 


IT’S IN THE MIND 


Posture correction, like every- 
thing else, begins first in your 
mind. When good posture is 
important to you from. the 
health and efficiency § angle, 
you'll get on the beam. The 
old army rule, ‘“‘throw back 
your shoulders and...” is 
all wrong. And besides from 
the back that doesn’t fool any- 
body. The single posture rule 
is UP. Once you realize that 
the posture-controlling muscles 
are attached to the top ribs— 
not to the shoulder girdle or to 
the breastbone — it’s easy to 
see that raising the shoulders 
or pushing out the chest is no 
help. Start the uplift with the 
lower abdominal muscles and 
contract with the big hip mus- 
cles. These two sets of mus- 
cles, working together, center 
the pelvis. The middle muscles 
are capable of two pulls, an up- 
pull and an in-pull, but the up- 
pull must come first. Shoulders 
should be square but relaxed.

Mrs. Goodrich C. White With Bruce, Her Collie Pup 


Mrs. White Makes Bow as Author 


By ANNIE LOU HARDY 

Next week will mark the de- 
but of Atlanta’s newest author, 
Mrs. Goodrich C. White, wife 
of Emory University’s presi- 
dent, whose first book, ‘‘With 
Wings as Eagles,’’ will be pub- 
lished by Rinehart and Co. 

Rarely is the work of a sea- 
soned author heralded’ with 
such acclaim as has been ac- 
corded Mrs. White's first book- 
length effort. It has been sold 
for condensation to Reader's 
Digest and. has also. been 
chosen book-of-the-month by 
the Family Bookshelf—all be- 
fore its release on March 12. 


SIGNIFICANT PLOT 


Not that Mrs. White’s name 
is entirely new to the reading 
public, for she has been con- 
tributing short stories and arti- 
cles to Americas magazines 
for a number of years. But she 
had never found a plot signifi- 
cant enough for a book until 
the death of her elder son, Lt. 
Goodrich C. White Jr., when 
his plane was shot down over 
the Baltic in 1944, 

“With Wings as Eagles’’ is 
not a book about her son, how- 
ever. Rather it is the story of 
her reaction to his death and 
the subsequent spiritual awak- 


ening which led, to use her 
own words, “‘to a more vital 
attitude toward life. Led, in- 
deed to excitingly widened 
horizons,’”’ 

Seeking adjustment and some 
reason to believe that his.death 
was not wasted, Mrs. White 
looked for help in the printed 
word, but found it insufficient. 
Later she, realized it was what 
her friends said to her, it was 
the terms others had made 
with death that brought her to 
a fuller understanding of it and 
saw her through ‘‘the valley of 
the shadow.”’ 


Characteristically it was her 
thoughtfulness for others that 
moved her to write the story of 
how she succeeded in escaping 
from grief and fear and came 
into harmony with death. 


COMPENSATIONS 

“I tried to put down the 
things that were comforting 
and compensating to me in the 
hope that others might see the 
light through my experience,’’ 
said the gracious, soft-spoken 
author whose sincerity shines 
through her eyes. 

Lieutenant White’s memory 
is perpetuated in many ways, 
however. A room in the Em- 
ory Alumni Building known as 


the Musie Appreeiation Room 


was dedicated in his honor, 
Which is particularly appro 
priate in that the young air 
man was both a fine pianist 
and composer. A quartette he 
finished after entering the serv- 
ice won a posthumous award, 
and was subsequently records 
ed as a gift for Dr. and Mrs. 
White by the Roth String Quar- 
tette. 


COMPOSITIONS RECORDED 


Some of his other composie 
tions have been played and re- 
corded by his sister-in-law, 
FEmanuelina Pizzuto (Mrs. 
Chappell White), their mutual 
love of music having forged 
a strong bond between the 
two. 

Dr. Ralph W.

As for the title of the book, 
it is a quotation from Isaiah, 
but it was suggested to the au- 
thor by a close friend, Mrs.

Rev. Heltzel 
On His Way 


Ever since I went to church in Augusta last Sunday and sat 
_ back of the President and Mrs, Eisenhower, I’ve pondered, off 
and on, how accidental attention from a public, figure might 
ehange the course of human lives. 

There is, for instance, the pastor of that church, the young 
Rev. Massey Mott Heltzel. 

Mr. Hel}tzel is popular in Augusta. His own small church is 
booming to the point where the congregation is all set to tear 
“down ‘the quaint little red-brick, white-steepled building which 
has served since 1878, and build a new one. He is an exceptionally 
good preacher—scholarly and yet warmly human with a powerful 
gift-for oratory. ° 


Still, many people in Augusta, not to mention the vast outside 
world, had never heard of him until the Eisenhowers, purely by 
‘ accident, picked his church to attend. (I know that’s true of 
_ Augustans because I heard seme of them after the service con- 
.gratulating members of the church on having such a pastor. They 
‘expressed real surprise and pleasure.) ' 


' The funny thing is that Mr. Heltzel is probably not a jog 
‘better now than he always has been but since his picture has 
appeared in papers around the world and his sermons have been 
quoted he is well on the way to becoming a fairly famous person. 

A jot of folks who might never have gone to church at all 
except on the chance of seeing the President and Mrs. Eisenhower 
will now be going back again and again. 

Fortunately, Mr. Heltzel is a man with both the humor and 
the humility to take this sudden attention. He is pleased to have 
the President come to the little Reid Memorial Church and he is 
also pleased to see the curious and the nonchurch-goers, believing 
that any reason for getting them into the church is better than 
none. 


But when he knows that the President is going to be in the 
congregation he proceeds in the same manner he uses every 
Sunday. The suggestion that he hold an early morning service 
for the President was Mrs. Heltzel’s and the preacher thinks it 
might be a good one for regular use. After all, he has had an 
overflow crowd at the 11 o’clock service for a long time and it 
might be that a lot of people would just as soon come at 8:45 
a. m. whether the President is there or not. 


Mr. Heltzel, a Virginian by birth and a graduate of Union 
Theological Seminary in Richmond, has been at the Augusta 
Presbyterian church six years and during that time he has been 
visited at least once by the pulpit committee of a big Atlanta 
church. 

“Imagine my humiliation,’’ he said, poking wry fun at him- 
self. ‘‘My congregation knew they were here to look me over and 
afterwards they kept asking, ‘Are you going to leave us and go to 
Atlanta?’ There wasn’t anything else for me to do but admit that 
I hadn’t been asked!”’ 

The people of Reid church would do well to turn back all 
future pulpit committees at the front gate because the next one 
won’t make the mistake of not asking Mr. Heltzel. The young 
minister, like the laté Peter Marshall, is on his way. '

GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS 


January-February Term, 1953 
Honorable Jesse M. Wood, 
Judge, Fulton Superior Court, 
Atlanta, Georgia. 

We, the members of the Jan- 
uary-February, 1953, Grand Jury, 
respectfully submit to the Court 
our findings and presentments: 

COUNTY AND CITY 
GOVERNMENT 
Believing that the efficient man-' 


agement of governmental finan-. 
cial affairs is of primary interest 


and importance to every citizen, a mandatory form which was not) 


this Grand Jury undertook to 
make a study of the Fulton Coun-| 
ty and City of Atlanta audits and_ 
methods of accounting. 
Examination of the audit of the | 
State and County Tax Collector’s | 
Office in Fulton County disclosed | 
that in September, 1949, there) 
was still uncollected a total of| 
$105,753.40 of solvent taxes from 
the year 1947; in September, 1950, | | 
there was still uncollected a total 
of $122,876.46 of solvent taxes for 
the year 1948; in September, 1951, 
there was still uncollected a total 
of $135,417.99 of solvent taxes for 
the year 1949, and in September, 


total of $173,540.72 of solvent 
taxes from the year 1950. 

In view of the fact that after) 
the elapsing of ‘two years such 
large amounts remained uncol- 
lected, this Grand Jury urges 
that more aggressive methods in 
the collection of taxes be insti- 
tuted without further delay. Each} 
year the books of the State and | 
County Tax Collector must be | 
cleared of insolvent assessments. 
In the years 1948, 1949 and 1950, 
the total cleared was $164,857.87. 

This is done upon the request 
of the Tax Collector supported 
only by the authorization of the 
Chairman of the County Commis- 
sion. There is no indication that 
the Chairman of the County Com- 
mission receives any concurrence 
from the County Auditor as to 
the correctness of these figures 
or as to the fact of the insolvency. 
This comment is not intended to 
imply dishonesty, but this Grand 
Jury feels that good business 
practice demands a better pro- 
cedure. 

The study of the Fulton County 
audit and tax digest also dis- 
closed that although eventual col- 
lections of taxes have, been rea- 
sonably good in relation to the! 
total dollar value of taxes as- 
sessed, still taxes are+not being 
collected from approximately 8 
to 10 per cent of the owners 
of taxable property in Fulton 
County. 

Information obtained by the 
Grand Jury indicates that the 
major portion of these uncol- 
lected taxes represent taxes due 
on motor vehicles and that over 
a period of five years this rep- 
resents a loss of an estimated 
half a million dollars of rightful 
revenue to Fulton County.  In- 
formation also indicated that lit- 
erally thousands of motor ve- 
hicles are being operated tax free 
in Fulton County. 

The Grand Jury, therefore, can- 
not understand why long before 
the present date some co-opera- 
tive action between state and 
local governments has not been 
worked out to plug this tax loop- 
hole through which so much reve- 
nue is being lost. 

The audit also disclosed that a 
number of small cash items cred- 
ited on the docket of the Clerk 
of the Superior Courts never had 
been entered in the cash books 
and that the auditors “had pre- 
viously called this to the attention 
of the responsible officials. The 
Grand Jury recommends that this 
be corrected immediately and 
that the Clerk’s Office take steps 
to prevent recurrence ,of such 
laxity. 

Another disturbing fact dis- 
elosed by the county audit of the 
Criminal Court of Fulton County 
was that a large number of bond 
forfeitures, some extending as far 
back as 1944, had not been col- 
lected. The present bond, clerk 
immediately began action to clear 
these items and reported to the 
Grand Jury that he has the 
record in much better order. The 
Grand Jury recommends that this 
record be followed more closely 
in the future. The bond clerk 
also pointed out to the Grand 
Jury the difficulties experienced 
in recovering on certain types of 
bonds. The Grand Jury urges 
that more care be exercised in 
the acceptance of bonds. 

The audit of the Sheriff’s prin- 
cipal fund disclosed a large num- 
ber of old balances in the cash 
bond and judgments account. The 
Grand Jury recommends that this 
account be examined, be brought 
up to date and that proper dis- 
position be made of these old bal-

If a private business were con- 
fronted with such a trend, it 
would be forced by competition 
to reduce its costs by increasing 
its efficiency. Since efficient 
methods are as important as effi- 
_cient personnel, one of the ways 
adopted by many of the most suc- 
cessful private businesses to 
achieve greater efficiency is to 
have a-study of their methods of 


operation made by qualified dis- 


interested specialists. 

It is the firm belief of this 
Grand Jury that if such a study 
of the methods of our local gov- 
ernments were made under the 
guidance of a Grand Jury and 
that, since all constitutional offi- 
cers are responsible only to the 
people, a report of this study 
were made to the public by the 
Grand Jury, great benefits both 
to the government and the public 
could ,be achieved. Therefore, 
the Grand Jury recommends to 
the responsible heads of govern- 
ment that they give immediate 
thought toward implementing this 
suggestion. 

The Grand Jury also recom- 
mends that in view of the com- 
plexity of government today and 
the limited time available to 
Grand Juries that adequate laws 
be enacted requiring auditors of 
local governments to report to 
the Grand Jury all irregularties, 
including but not limited to some 
of the items mentioned .in these 
presentments such as bond for- 


feitures not collected and uncol-|° 


lected taxes and, further, that a 
summary of periodic audits be 
furnished to the Grand Jury and 
the press. 

Several workers working at the 
Municipal airport had in their 
possession shoes obviously the 
property of the City Prison.

STATE BUSINESS 


The Grand Jury was given au- 
thentic information that our state 
has an excellent check upon re- 
ceipts and disbursements of mon- 
ey once the original record is 
made, but it does not have the 
same check upon property bought 
by its money. For example, at 
State Patrol] headquarters there 
is an automobile maintenance 
department through which passes 
new automobiles, new motors, 
new parts, and new tires. All 
repair work on patrol cars from 
all over the state that exceeds 
$15 per job is done at this shop. 
This Grand Jury has no informa- 
tion as to the amount of money 
involved in this operation, but 
judging from the number of me- 
chanics employed and the cars 
involved, it must be a large sum. 
This Grand Jury was informed 
that for years this garage has 
-been operated under what sev- 
eral employees termed an “‘hon- 
or system.”’ It was testified that 
no records of parts received or 
issued was kept. This precluded 
the possibility of any inventory 
check or the identification of the 
job on which various items were 
used. Testimony also showed 
that work was done on many cars 
other than state-owned equip- 


ances. The Sheriff's fund also

Solicitor General and the incom- 
ing Grand Jury that this investi- 
gation be pursued to a proper 
conclusion. 

SENTENCES IN CRIMINAL 

CASES 

During the past three years, 
286 persons have been victims of 
homicide in Fulton County. Very 
ew of these were killed in con- 
nection with other crimes, such) 
as robbery. Most were victims of 
what are termed crimes of emo- 
tion. The record further shows 
that by far the majority of these 
homicides involved only Negroes. 
Because of this fact, the leading 
citizens of the Negro race are 
deeply interested in seeing that 
proper justice is done in the hope 
that this will reduce homicides. 
A-study discloses that in the last 
12 months more than 90 per cent 
of all trials for homicide have 
resulted in convictions. The law 
defines several degrees of homi- 
cide, viz., .murder, voluntary 
manslaughter, involuntary man- 
slaughter, justifiable homicide, 
and provides degrees of punish- 
ment varying in severity for each 
classification. A sentence less 
than death or life imprisonment, 
consequently, does not in itself 
indicate leniecy on the part of 
the court. This Grand Jury, 
however, in calling attention to 
Fulton County’s many homicides, 
urges that punishment be speed-

There seems to be no ques- 
tion but what these people need 
some kind of hospital services in 
their respective communities. 

While the Grand Jury recog- 
nizes this need, the jury feels 
that the problem is such a highly 
technical one that its solution 
rests in the hands of the various 
hospital authorities and special 
bodies specifically concerned, 
rather than with the Grand Jury. 

The jury feels sure that. these 
various authorities are well 
aware of this problem and is 
confident that the needs of all 
sections of the county will be in- 
cluded in their deliberations.

A three-year building record for 
February has been recorded in 
DeKalb County, where construction 
approvals during tne second month 
of the year. are usually extremely 
light. 

The 293 building permits issued 
during the month for construction 
projects valued at $2,396,300 are 
probably exceeded only by the 1950 
February record of 434 permits, 
according to Building Inspector 
Leon O'Neal. 

In addition, O’Neal said, there 
have been “more preliminary 
building inquiries during the past 
60 days than in any similar period 
I can remember.”’ 

O'Neal predicted most of the per- 
sons «making inquiries would ask 
for permits to start work during 
the spring. He said the sharp rise 
in February permits ‘‘has me com- 
pletely stumped.”’

For DeKalb

A three-year building record for 
February has been recorded in 
DeKalb County, where construction 
approvals during tne second month 
of the year are usually extremely 
light. 

The 293 building permits issued 
during the month for construction 
projects valued at $2,396,300 are 
probably exceeded only by the 1950 
February record of 434 permits, 
according to Building Inspector 
Leon O'Neal. 

In addition, O'Neal said, there 
have been “more preliminary 
building inquiries during the past 
60 days than in any similar period 
I can remember.” 

O’Neal predicted most of the per- 
sons «making inquiries would ask 
for permits to start work during 
the spring. He said the sharp rise 
in February permits ‘‘has me com- 
pletely stumped.” 

The county during February 
issued 284 permits for $2,277,000 in 
residential construction, a sharp) 
rise over the 190 permits issued for 
$1,355,000 during February, 1952. 

There were only 160 residential 
permits issued for $1,177,500 during | 
January, 1953. | 

For commercial construction, the | 
county issued nine permits for | 
$119,300 during February. There’ 
were only four permits for $15,900 | 
ir February, 1952, and 12 permits, 
for $107,000 in January, 1953.

East Point's Lions Club this

The Lions presented a dozen 
white canes to blind East Point- 
ers.eOnly four of the guests were 
present. Canes will be given to 
other blind persons this week. 

Guest of honor at the meeting 
was Vaughn Terrell, superintend- 
ent at the Georgia Factory for 
the Blind in Bainbridge. The fac- 
tory is run largely by blind per- 
sonnel. 

Terrell, who is blind, presented 
a film, “The Right to Work’ 
which showed the factory in oper- 
ation. The factory workers make 
brooms, mops, mattresses and 
other items for sale in leading 
department stores. They do not 
accept any welfare aid and sup- 
port themselves at their occupa- 
tion. 

The canes are regulation white 
canes with a 12-inch red band at 
the bottom. According to law, 
motorists must come to a dead 


stop when they see a person with 
one of these canes.

Miss Jurney, who was in charge 
of the donor’s clinic, said that 
the experiment was conducted 
with the approval of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross from which the 
hospital receives most of its 
blood.
